The Kmperrr r>l the French has par" 
dotted everybody who has done noihintf. 
By a decree of Aug 14ih, be releu>od ull 
pert oils uudiT sentence l»r political offuu- 
sea, press offenses, offensea ngain-t the 
conibinaiion laws, or I he li»*s whic h r«- 
bi riot the rijfhl of meeting, and all desert- 
ers of both I ranches of ihesorvice. Tho 
d< cree took in«tant efleot. S e. Pelugie 
threw open in do is to some dozen of 
offending journalists and primers; Reds 
Bwarined back to Paris f'om Brussels 
and Geneva, while 1,700 peisons who 
had been condemned to u il in Cayenne 
came forl'i aid returned to their homes 
in peace. Tho Piineo Imperial has 
performed royal functions for tho first 
time; Napoleon, being unable to pass 
his fete in the midst ol his great milita- 
ry fumily ai Chalons, sent his son, now 
thirtoen years of age. Tho child is said 
to have presided with tho utmost grav- 
ity and iroprioty at ibe review, watch- 
ing Irom a sort of throne tho distribu- 
tion of crosses, and declaring himself 
well satisfied with tho appearance of 
tho troopB at tho review. Tho Emper- 
or evidently aims at educating the pop- 
ular mind to regard tho boy in the 
light ot a great State personage. AH 
the training of tbo lad points in tun! 
direction ; and it is said the liltlo m m 
plays his part with mo"e than his fath- 
er's dignity and confidence. It is u 
longtime, however, since the French 
iooptre has descended from father to son, 
and the temper of the French would 
not appear to bo more favorable to such 
a result now than in bygone tiroes 
It, has been sugge»ted, doubtless from 
the best of motivos, that there is an 
excuse for the ecc eniricit'es of the Duke 
of Ediuourgh in Australasia to be found 
in the alleged fact that His lloyal 
Highness was told, on bis arriving tit 
Melbourne, tha», bo was the guest of the 
colony, and thut money had been vot- 
ed to pay Ins expont.es. The Briii-h 
pecplo will without doubt be anxious to 
believe the Prh.ce imagin d that in u 
country so priuc. ly in its genetosiiy, bo 
would not bo expected to pay anybody 
for anything, not even the furrier's 
and jeweller's bills. His Royal High. 
no.<n, meanwhile, <rould seurcoly upp nr 
to have boen less union una' o in Mow 
Zealand. Indeed, the complaiu's com- 
ing from thut colony, although of ar 
entirely different nature, are ii finitely 
more serious viewed in the light 'ol 
possible results. It appears thni th<' 
visit of the Prinoe was regarded by the 
Maori chiefs —friendly, neutral and 
hostile— a" of g'eai po itical moment, 
de-tined, in f«et,to bring «bout a sen U - 
mont of the unhappy differences thai 
Btill detract ibo colony. But tho chiefs 
wero disappointed, disgusted, in-ulted! 
The Prince threw away the goldoo op- 
portunity, sacrificed the du'ie^ of his 
position to the gow-gaws and di«plav 
of a gay and frivolous life, in which lb* 
excitement of the cha«e, tho fascination 
ot the racecourse, and the attrootioi s 
of the ball-room and thentro occupied 
the chief place. The meeting of the 
chiefs he uppers to ba<?e looked on an 
simply an occasion for his glorification. 
Tho loquacity of the Maori orator* 
overcame too natienco of tbo Prince, 
and bo had not the courtesy to c <noeal 
his impatience. lie told them, through 
an interpreter, to put an end to iho 
speeches, a« ho had other en gat' em on t«- 
This was too much for the pride of tho 
native Princes, and all, both M.aorie« 
and Anglo-Saxons, turned away in ut- 
ter di.-gust ! This conduct ou tho part 
of tbo Prince, at tbo very no mont when, 
within a few miles of where the (iaUtea 
lay, tbo Colonists woro engaged in a 
hand-to-hand fight with tbo ferocious 
nativos who had but recently devastated 
their homes, haH created a most painful 
feeling among all olassos, end thus a. 
visit from which the most happy results 
were expected, has [timed out. a curse! 
One really cannot help regretting tna' 
Prince Alfred is permiitfid to go from 
lioaic without being in charge o/ a di.«croet 
keeper. The news from Ireland regarding 
the disposition cf ooth parties toaccom.- 
modato themselves to the- now oeoleniim- 
tical condition, continues to beofthn most 
gratifying nature. The Catholic Bishops 
every whero exhort their flocks to con- 
eider Protestants their brethren, or "chil- 
dren of tho samo mother, Ireland," 
while the Orangutnon ovorywhe.i* 
ovincu a dispo^itiou to cO -operate with 
their Romish ''brethren" in giving 
olfect to tho new dispensation. Tbo 
Church most diiectly concerned is, with 
marvellous alaotliy t> ud grace, uwjotn- 
tnoria.ing itself to tho new stato of 
sVtirgs. Th« laity in iho Free Church 
are io be supienio, not only in general 
tuuuagetneut, but tlioy are to otiouso their 



pustore! The Times has a "Oonamis- 
Bioner" at work in Ireland, investigating 
and reporting upon tho agrarian griev- 
ances. His second letter baa been pub- 
lished. It is written from Tippirary, 
where the griovaineis supposed to be 
most felt. ''In-tances ol injustice," says 
tho Commis-iotior, " aro not uumerous, 
but are sufficient to sproud a fear of 
possible wrong and oppression amoug 
tho whole class, who, consequently 
onmbind to dolend themselves. " Capt. 
Seymour, the Orange candidate for An- 
trim, has boou returned by three to 
one.

Springing to 
the door be was unable to find tbe key and 
at hat effected bis exit through one ot the 
windows, cairyine the eash with him in his 
hurry. The building was insured for S400 
in the Phoeoix Assurance Company. While 
the fire was in progress, Wells and Clnyton 
were arrested and locked up upon suspicion 
of having purposely caus?d Ihe fire.

Murder of a Couutess iu a liailway 
Carriage. 

Naploa | August lotli] Oorrcsiionilouco Loudon Times. 

Every ono horo has boon horrified by 
the detuils of a murder which avus oorn- 
mitted last Thurtsdny night iD a first- 
class carriage of tho night train from 
Home to i'loronce. The victim was 
tho Conlcssa Arruanda Sartore*. Ei- 
brandi Cattanoo da Novum — a long 
name, bat you must tako it as it is. 
Separated irom hoi - husband, to which 
it h. nocessnry to alludo, bLo oanio Irom 
Voghoru, iu the north part of Italy, Lo 
-Naples about a fortnight eiueo, and 
took lodgings at San Paolo, a village 
neur Noli;. Hero she; was in the habit 
of receiving every evening sovoral of- 
ficers of a cavalry regiment, among 
whom was a Lieutenant Negri. One 
uvening last week the cries of tho 
G unless, in a h a If'- su (located tone, 
woro heard beseeching for help, on which 
the landlord , Sigoor Uoutieri, went out 
on tho muircaso, fired a" hot, and mot 
Negri running down. He thou went to 
the Couutess, who eoufedsed that she 
had come to San Puolo in order to see 
Negri, who had some letters or papers 
of horn which he rolusud to give up; 
that after her ''society" had left her 
that evening ho returned, having sent 
awuy the servants under souio excuse, 
ai d closed the doors, when he endeav- 
ored to force her to write a letter to her 
friend stating that she had committed 
ouicitie. Whut could have been tho mo- 
tivo lor this can only ho imagined. Ou 
hor hesitating to do tbis he snatched a 
dagger Irom her hand, which she carried 
for tolf-delence, and was in tho act t;l 
striking her, wheu shelled to an 0'- her 
roc-m, lollwed by her maddened lover. 
The dagger was again uulifted, when 
tho pistol ajiot fired by the landlord 
seonnd to paralyze him, and ho made 
his escupo. 

In Uuutieri's apartment sho romain. 
od all tho night, and Negri returned to 
ubk her pardon, insisting al-o on reuiain- 
irig in auothor room. On tho next day 
(Wednesday) several of. tho officers of 
tho regiment, bearing of the affair, 
came to tho huuso io protect the Giant- 
ess, who determined to return to Yog- 
hera tho r est day — Thursday last. The 
officers aud tho landlord, OoDteri, ac- 
companied her as far ns (Jusorta, whore 
they left her, the Countess refusing 
their socio y any further, adding that 
she uo longer had any leur. On the 
train arriving at Isoletta, thostaticn on 
the Roman troutier, the body of the un* 
fortunate wojnun was found extended 
ou tho lloor of tho carriage, a reovlvor 
at her lout, a pistol shot in her bead, 
and hor hands covered with blood uud 
out as if by glass, More than this is 
uot known at present. Sumo assort 
that they saw Negri get into a tliird- 
e'ass cariiugo, dressed us a civilian, in 
he Biimo train by whioh tho Countess 
loft, and that his cap whb found near 
bur. it so, ho is suspected of having 
walked ulong tho footboard to her car- 
riage, and ot having shot her through 
the window. Of him nothing has yut 
been hoard. This horrible tragedy, 
which 1 report almost in tho same 
Words that it is doi-cribed in all the 
journals of Naples, has created horo an 
immense sensation ; in all details it is 
ui.'st revolting, and might furnish ano» 
ther Mrs. Radcli fie with materials for a 
a sensational rctnauee. A highly re- 
spectable journal, in delending Negri 
against tho imputation of theft, also says 
there can bo uo ground for the suspi- 
cion in tho simple fact of his having 
loved a woman so desperately as to 
murder her. He was uot a mauvais 
sujet. He was well born, rich, honest 
uud only vaiu." " Tn another passage 
ho is described as being '• unfortunate." 
Thus it is that crime is condoned, and 
that a sympathy with it generates tout 
prevalent son liuionial fooling against 
capital punishment. Wonderful to re- 
lato ; however, Neapolitan juries have 
within the last two months brought in 
vei diets in three easos without atlenuati 
circostanze. Justice still hesitates j there 
aro tbe Court of Appeal and the royal 
mercy to bo invoked. The probabilities 
aro tho sentence of three heinous mur« 
dereis will be commuted.
